Christmas holiday in London. A meeting of 
the Cabinet was held on Christmas Eve, 
and, in all likelihood, another will be held 
to-morrow. Such Government activity at 
Christmas-time is very unusual; but the 
political barometer, at home and abroad, 
is falling and the men on the bridge dare 
not desert their posts. The chief sources 
of anxiety are unemployment and our 
relations with our French Allies. The 
remedies propounded by the Minister of 
Labour last week have done very little te 
allay the popular unrest which has arisen 
out of the alarming condition of the 
Labour market, and the Cabinet seems to 
have recognised that stronger and more 
far-reaching measures are necessary. The 
Welsh coal miners have precipitated a 
crisis. Eleven men were dismissed in the 
Rhondda Valley coal-field, and, although 
the employers offered to find them work in 
another district, their fellow-miners seized 
the chance of a holiday and promptly 
went on strike. Thus all the pits in the 
Rhondda Valley have been thrown idle, 
and the strikers are making every effort 
to put every mine in the Principality out 
of gear. In view of the fact that over 
half a million people throughout the King- 
dom are out of work already, this foolish 
and wanton move by the South Welsh 
miners is wholly unpardonable. The men 
and women who in the past few months have 
been forced to trudge through the streets of 
our big towns in the vain pursuit of a job 
are in a state of mind which borders on 
despair. An industrial upheaval of any 
kind is likely to encourage all the worst 
and most dangerous elements among 
them, and, unless the Rhondda Valley 
strike is settled quickly, the extremists 
may succeed in stirring up deplorable 
strife. 

While the domestic situation is such as 
to demand the Cabinet's most earnest 
thought, the problem of our relations with 
France has become acute again. ‘Natur- 
ally, this is fatten of the very highest 
importance, and nothing can be allowed to 
take precedence of it in the Premier's 
mind, On Wednesday last Mr. Lloyd 
George made a short statement, in answer 
to a question in the House of Commons, 
about the Treaty of Sévres. The gist of 
his remarks was that British 
were opposed to any revision 
Treaty s clauses, and that the friendship 
of Greece should not be thrown away too 
lightly. 
seemed to be reasonable enough, but the 
Paris Temps on Thursday took great 
offence at the Premier's attitude. 
Temps is a semi-official newspaper, and its 
views follow the policy of the Govern- 
ment very closely. Therefore, when it 
accuses Britain of planning to “merge 
in the British Empire all territory which 
before the war constituted the Ottoman 
Empire,’’ the Government cannot afford to 
ignore its attack.

The task of the journalist who is called 
upon to write a “London Letter’’ this 
Christmastide is a little difficult, No news- 
papers have been published since Friday 
last. Even the Observer, for the first time 
in its century-old history, has suspended 
publication, in order to give its producers 
an uninterrupted holiday. The telegraph 
services are also virtually out of action. 
The wretched scribe, therefore, is tempted 
to imitate the Parliamentary orator who 
was said to rely. upon his imagination for 
his facts and upon his memory for his 
jokes. 

There is one fact about this Christmas, 
however, which cannot be gainsaid, and 
that is that it has been one of the warmest 
on record. The average mean temperature 
of Christmas Day is about 37 degrees. Yes- 
terday at midday the thermometer was 
nearer 60 than 50, and to-day it has been 


the same. The old saying that a green 
Christmas makes a fat kirkyard is, 
happily, untrue, or there would be a 


terrible swelling of the bills of mortality. 

As it is, most of us—and especially those 
who are getting on in years—rejoiced in 
weather which enabled us to discard our 
overcoats and dimimish the demands upon 


our expensive coal-cellars. It has been 
delightful weather for walking about-a 


noon, and thereafter Christmas travellers 
were dependent on their own legs and a 
reduced railway service. 

The mildness of the weather accounted

The thing which strikes one as ludicrous is 
the vast amount of legal ceremony which must 
be associated with the whole process, as though 
the nation had not the conscience to carry 
their icy to the logical conclusion, but had 
to make a compromise.

Whatever faults the Monarchy in Germany 
had—and no one ever thinks of trying to prove 
that it had none—it had one great virtue.

Opera House itself is a fine stone building, 
with seating _—— for 1,559 persons. It is 
extremely comfortable in iis internal fitting, 
and in winter in peace times is warmed 
by hot eir.

FRENCH DISTINCTION FOR IRISH

this degree are required to submit, theses in 
five different languages, and, unlike certain 
American corporations, the Society confers de- 
grees only on graduates whose meriis have been 
already recognised by their cwn universities. 
Great Britain is represented on the Senate 
by four British peers, including Lord Rothschild, 
but this is the first time that a degree has 
been granted to an Irishman.

| NEWSPAPER OFFICE 
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BOMBED ‘AND SET ON FIRE. 


The office of the Cork Examiner was raided 
on the night of Ohristmas Eve by thirty armed 
men, according to an official report issued from 
Dublin Castle, and wrecked. ~ 

The report states that hammers were used to 
break the machinery, and explosives were also 
distributed about the place. The building was 
then fired. The Fire Brigade extinguished the 
flames. 

Our Cork Correspondent, telegraphing last 


to wreck the printing department of the Cork 
Examiner newspaper in Patrick street, Cork, at 
half-past cight o'clock on Christmas Eve, and, 
although tne parties engaged achieved only 
partial success, they caused serious damage to 
the plant. ‘The staffs of the various depart- 
ments had left for the holiday, and the premises 
were im charge of the caretaker when a body of 
men in civilian attire, variously estimated to 
number from twenty to thirty, suddenly ap- 
peared at the front entrance, carrying revolvers, 
yombs, gelignite, detonators, and fuses, and 
entered the building. They were ‘only slightly 
cisguised with handkerchicts across the lower 
portions of their faces. 

Leaving two of the party io guard the care- 
taker, they went quickly tc the printing room 
and bombed the machine used in connection 
with the printing of the evening edition of the 
Examiner—the Echo. In a few moments the 
machine was in flames,the inking cylinders burn- 
amg, Desenty together with the electric motor. 

aving made sure that they had put this 
‘machine out of action, the raiders next pro- 
ceeded to the principal machine room and sub- 
jected two large rotary machines to similar 
treatment, using, in addition to bombs, heary 
siedge hammers. In this way vital parts of the 
machinery were smashed to pieces, and great 
damage was done. 

After indulging in this wanton orgy of de- 
struction for half an hour, the raiders left as 
silently and as rapidly as they had entered. 
Before taking their dapertare, however, they 
laid nearly half a dozen sticks of gelignite im 
the interior of one machine, but, fortunately, 
the means of exploding them was defective, and 
the gelignite: was found unexploded; otherwise 
the damage would have been much greater. 

Although the raiders entered and left through 
the type composing room, they did not interfere 
with the linotype equipment. The fire which 
broke out was not serious, and a detachment 
from the Municipel Brigade quickly extinguished 
it. 

The raiders had not long departed when a 
large party of Constabulary arrived on the scene 
from Union quay Barracks, and during thei 
search there was much commotion, and a number 
of shots were fired, one man being slightly 
wounded. 

The sympathy of all right-minded members of 
the community is extended to Messrs. Thomas 
Crosbie and Co., Ltd., in this attempt to prevent 
the publication of their journal. 

Various reasons have been assigned for the 
attack upon them, and the one which obtsins 
most credence is based on «he fact that they 
published and supported the recent pastoral 
letter of the Most Rev. Dr. Cohalan, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Cork, in which he formu- 
lated his decree of excommunication against all 
members of his flock who should be guilty of 


murder, arson, and kidnappings. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


The Press Association's Cork Correspondent 
states :—The offices of the Cork Examiner were 
raided on Christmas Eve by a party of about 
twenty-five men, who intimated that they were 
acting “under the orders of the Irish Re- 
public,” They were armed and disguised, and 
carried sledge hammers. They forced their 
way through the main entrance as the doors 
were about to be closed for the night, and, 
cutting the telephone wires in the editorial 
department, proceeded to one of the machine 
rooms, where they placed bombs under a rotary 
machine. Crossing by a footbridge to another 
| part of the premises, they proceeded to smash 
two large printing machines with hammers. 
They also placed sticks of gelignite in the bodies 
of these machines, but they failed to explode. 

The raiders left after twenty-five minutes, 
and had barely gone when two explosions 
occurred, setting fire to a rotary machine. A 
coupie of the employés on duty got out the 
office hose, and, with the aid of the fire brigade 
and police and miiltary, who were quickly on 
hand, extinguished the flames before the fire 
had done much damage. 

The injury to the machinery is not irreparable, 
and it is expected that publication will be con- 
tinued as usual after Monday. It is believed 
that the cause of the attack on the Ezaminer 
was because of its attitude on the _ recent 
pastoral letter issued by the Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Cork.

A REMAREABLE DOCUMENT. 


We are informed that a circular of which 
the following is a copy has been issued from

In the conflict between the English Govern- 
ment and Dail Eireann and between the 
English Local Goverfment Board and this De- 
partment, a situation has developed which de- 
mands a definite decision on your part. The

public. Again, in the mun and local 


electiohs of tlie current year t le of 
Ireland re-affirmed their “ote retantles to be 
free. Acting strictly on their mandate the new 
Boards and Councils pledged their allegiance to 
Dail Eireann, and declared they would in every 
particular obey its decrees, and carry out its in- 
structions. For some months this Department 
hesitated to give the word for a complete 
breach on the t of the new Councils and 
Boards with institutions of the enemy Govern- 
ment, having regard to the financial conditions 
such a move would necessarily involve. When, 
however, the enemy Government declared its 
intention to set the so-called “ grants’ against 

© to person or p rty, incurred as a 
result of their efforts to hold and govern Ireland 
by the sword, contrary to the declared will of 
its people, there was no room for further hesi- 
tation, and, on the recommendation of a com- 


mission which sat under thé auspices of the De- | 


artment, Dail Eireann, at its session on the 
7th September, decreed a complete break on 
the part of th blic bodies with the enemy 
Department at the Custom House. 

The duty of any official who could not accept 
the new departure was plain at this juncture; 


he should have tendered his resignation and ap- 


plied for pension. To remain in office was & 
acceptance of the new situation and all 
duties it involved. At the moment the English 
Local Government Board, not unnaturally, is 
making a bid to win back its hold. on the 
public bodies. Its method of procedure is—(1) to 
endeavour to frighten Councils and their officials 
by “mandamus” proceedinge; (2) to endeavour 
to impede the collection of rates by blufling the 
rate collectofs. The first of these devices has 
had no success; the second unfortunately has 
had some. What is the threat to the rate col- 
lectors? That they will be dismissed by the 
English Local Government Boerd. Considering 
that the English Local Government Board has 
itself been dismissed by the public bedies of 
Ireland, this “= thin bluffing should not im- 
réss anyone. The English Local Government 
oard does not pay the salaries or pensions of 
rate collectors, and as the Councils are not at 
pramns reading, still lees heeding, instructions 
rom that quarter, these threats of dismissal 
only serve to make those who issue them 
ridiculous, 

Some rate collectors profess to be 
nervous lest their sureties should be held liable 
on the boml. The, parties to the bond are the 
Councils and the rate collectors—the Council 
by issui contrary instructions obviously 
debars itself from action on the bond. More- 
over, the bond is that the collector will collect 
and pay to the treasurer; there being no 
treasurer the method of disposing of the funds 
laid down by this Department (i.e. payment by 
crossed cheque to thé body that struck the rate) 
compares well, even from the point of view of 
English law, with the recommendation contained 
in the Oustom House letter of the llth ult., 
which instructs collectors to lodge all their 
collections to their private accounts in a bank. 
The. Local Government Board can neither 
make nor amend English law, and collectors 
are forbidden by their bonde to have more than 
& fixed sum of the rate money (less than £100) 
in their control at any one time. 

Now, let me atate the issue of the 
moment clearly. The local authorities 
have broken with the Custom House, a 
rocedure for which they had a direct mandate. 

n accordance with instructions from this De- 
partment, issued with a view to safeguarding 
public money, they have dispensed with the 
banks as official treasurers. Rate collectors are 
assured of indemnity in the extremely unlikely 
circumstances of themselves os their sureties in- 
curring financial loss on account of the collec- 
tors’ compliance with instructions issuing in 
the first instance from this Department. 

Despite the fact. that the Councils are clearly 
acting on their mandate from the people, and 
despite the guarantee of indemijity, some rate 
collectors are failing to obey instructions of 
Councils, and some rate collectors met recently 
in Dublin and advised their fellow-collectors 
to cease the work of collection until the Coun- 
cils come to terms with the English Local 
Government Board on the ouathe of the 
treasureship. This is an utterly impossible and 
untenable position for officials of public bodies 
to adopt. vee á must carry out the instructions 
of their employing Oouncils, or resign, and 
band in to. the secretary their warrants and 
books. -- rate collector who throws in his 
lot with the enemy, and endeavours to force 
his Council to conform to enemy regulations 
by a refusa] to resign or collect the rates, is

Letter from Mr. John Garvey, 0.L. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES.

The General ‘Synod lias now passed a law 
fixing the minimum stipend for rectors at £400 
a year and a free house, and providing also 
for incpeased stipends for curates. This is a 
good day's work, and certainly the legislation 
hes not come too soon, It nów remains to 
consider how the purpose is to be accomplished. 
So far as I can judge, there are at present 
only two channels through which the money 
can be secured. i 

It is hopeless to expect any increased income 
through the medium of the Central Fund, 
This Fund has only now been established, and 
the Statute, mi Th assed, sets out what 3s 
to form the capital and what is to be regatded 
as the income of this Fund. ~The salient point 
in this connection is that this Fund hes at 
present no increased capital, and consequently 
no increased income, The existing funds, 
transferred to this Central Fund, were eub- 
stantially always available, and the only change 
effected is to set up a new allocating depart- 
ment. After some years more income will be 
available, when certain changes and economies 
are effected through drastic amalgamation; 
but, during the probationary period, how are 
the ptipends to be made up? The answer is 
that ‘these stipends must be made up from two 
sources:—(1) grants in aid from the Central 
Emergency Fund; (2) increased contributions 
in every parish towards assessment. ! 

Some objections have been ur, d against the 
Central Emergency Fund on grounds that it 
has not been a success and that ‘' savours of a 
charitable appeal. There is so weight in 
either objection, seeing that up to the present 
some £14,000 has been collected andeallocated, 
and many poor clergymen have received grants 
as large as £90 (on two separate occasions) and 
smaller sums according to circumstances. Can 
anyone say that such grants have not been of 
enormous benefit to - our poorer clerical 
brethren ? 

Further, there is no savotir of charity about 
the appeal. It has been made clear by the 
laymen, when making appeals, that it is no 


| charitable appeal. It is a Jayman’s move, and 


the clergy must be cemmended for their silence 
in the present crisis. The obligation is upon 
the laity to support the ministry. More than 
this, it is their duty, and experience leads me 
to say that the laity are ready and willing to 
do their part once the position has been ex- 
plained to them. - There has been a magnificent 
response in nearly every parish in which an 
appeal has been made. Once the people are 
awakened they will be just as generous as the 
last generation, who helped to build up the 
finances of the Church. It is only necessary 
to make plain the situation and to impress 
upon the people that it is their duty, and then 
laymen will not be found wasting. 

When appeals are being made on behalf of 
the Central Emergen¢y Fund in any parish the 
people should also be requested to increase their 
subscriptions towards assessment. This is even 
more important than appealing for the tem- 
porary fund. The Central Emergency Fund is 
only raised to tide the Church over a period of 
five years, and by that time it ie hoped that 
the income from the Central Fund will be 
largely increased and available to put stipenda 
on a sftisfactory and permanént basis. The 
increased contributions to assessment, however, 
may be regarded in the light of new end regular 
income, and the more we get under this head, 
the less demand will be made upon the ineome 


of the Central Fund. The conclusion of the 


whole matter is this :— 

First, we must urge the claims of the Central 
Emergency Fund by every means in our power 
to tide us over a few anxious years. ivery 


man, woman, and young person should contrt- 


bute so as to enable the minimum stipend to 
be made up. Secondly, we must urge upón 
the congregations in each and every parish 
largely to increase contributions towards assess- 


ment. In this connection I may say that I 


have examined the assessment returns in many 
parishes, and I eay, gwith sorrow, that the 
people have not been giving according to their 
means. There are many parishes contributing 
£30 to £50 towards assessment that could, with 
a little self-denial, raise the figure three or 
four-fold... How can a parish expect a stipend 


of £400 a year for the rector on a contribution 
of £50 towards assessment? 


Many people are opposed to amalgamation. 
Well, they have the remedy in their own hande. 
Let such people study the position and act in 
a epirit of liberality. There are many parishes 
that cannot do much more than they are doing, 
and these should receive very large help; but 
the parish that can contribute and holds back 
should not, in my opinion, receive help from 
any outside source.—Yours, etc.,

GRAFTON STREET IN THE OLDEN 
TIMES,

_ Of the many hundreds of persons who were 
in Grafton street during the busy Christmas 
season, how many remember the origin of its 


name? Not many, we fancy. This famous | 


narrow thoroughfare—the most frequented of 


Dublin’s fashionable shopping centres—was, in |
